fenators Bacon and Clay and most of the 
gepresentatives came up.

ss, he comes pretty near to having his 
way in the dictation of Georgia affairs. Lit-

Bristow’s Stubbornness. 

The fourth assistant postmaster general, 
Mr. Bristow, of Kansas, under whom most 
of the Georgia postoffices come, is very 
much more susceptible to colored influence 
than is his chief. For some time Congress- 
man Adamson has had a high ol@ scrap in 
tying to get Bristow to fire some negro 
postmaster in his district against whom all 
forts of misdemeanors in office have been 
charged and proved.

more influence with Bristow than any pth- 
er Georgian. Livingston is on the appro- 
priations committee and this is a powerful 
leverage for getting jobs. Early in the ad- 
ministration he went to the fourth assist- 
ant’s office to see the papers in some post- 
Office application, He was told by Bristow 
that these papers were the exclusive prop- 
erty of the department and that he could 
not see them. 

“What!” stormed Livingston. “Do you 
mean to say that a congressman represent- 
ing his own district is not allowed to see 
Ppostoffice appiications and indorsements?”

Glad Zt Is Being Exposed. 

Register Lyons says he is very glad to 
see that the newspapers are exposing the 
scheme to fleece x-slavs by the promise of 
pensions. He says he has received hundreds 
of letters from colored people from all parts 
cf th soutn and southwest asking him what 
chance there was for such pension scheme 
going through congress. He has invariably 
replied that vhere is not the slightest possi- 


bility cf sich a law passing congress and 


the premoters of the scheme know ftill well 
that the bil! which has been regularly in- 
troduccd each session, is a basterd measure, 
presented ‘‘by request,’ because the mem- 
ber iniioaucing it declined to be responsible 
for it. He says he has advised his people 
not to contribute a cent to such a bare- 
faced swindle, and not to waste 2 cents for 
& postage stamp to communicate with the 
promoters of the scheme. He knows of a 
nuruber of instances where colored people 
have been tiduced to subscribe to the regis- 
tration rropos'tion, and also for the charter 
privilege. In one little town in Georgia over 
20 victims were caught for 25 cents each. 
Register Lyons says there ought to be some 
law against such a transparent imposition 
on the credulous colored people of the coun- 
try by cesigning men.

ANNUAL BANQUET LAST EVENING 


The Contest Was Heated Over the 
Election of Directors—There Were 
Five Nominations for Three 
Places To Be Filled on 
the Board. 


Chicago, May 17.—(Special.)—The annual 
meeting of the Associated Press of the 
United States was held this morning in 
the public hall of the Auditorium hotel. 
Mr. Victor F. Lawson, of The Chicago 
Morning (Record and Evening News, pre- 
sided, and 1,000 shares of stock were rep- 
resented. The usual routine business of 
the association, which comprises every 
leading newspaper in the United States, 
morning and evening, was transacted, the 
most important business being tho election 
of directors as successors to those whose 
terms expire this year, 

In the ballot for new directors Mr. Clark 
Howell, editor of The Atlanta Ccnstitu- 
tion, presented by the unanimous action 
of the newspapers of the southern stutes, 
from the Potomac to the Rio Grande, led 
in the number of votes receivad. The 
terms of three directors expired—Messrs. 
Stephen O'Meara, of The Boston Journal: 
A. J. Barr, of The Pittsburg Post, and Leo- 
pold Markbreit, of The Cincinnati Volks- 
blatt. There was also a vacancy for one 
year occasioned by the resignation of Mr. 
Clayton McMichael, of The Philadelphia 
North American, the having resigned, 
through having recently sold The North 
American to the Wanamakers, of Phila- 
delphia, and the Philadelphia members 
having united on Mr. McLean, of The Phil- 
adelphia Evening Bulletin, as his successor 
for the unexpired term, Mr. McLean was 
elected to succeed Mr. MicMichag@ for 
the unexpired term of one year, and in 
the choice of the three new three-year 
directors, Mr. Clark Howell received an 
overwhelming majority of the votes cast, 
the other two members elected being 
Mesers. A. J. Barr and Leopold Mark- 
breit. 

Mr. Howell was placed in nomination 
by Mr. H. H. Cabaniss, of The Atlanta 
Evening Journal, and his nomination was 
seconded by every newspaper in the south 
Atlantic and gulf states. His vote far 
surpassed that of any other nominee, he 
receiving the enthusiastic support not only 
of the southern, but also the New England, 
western and Pacific states newspapers. 

There were five nominations for the di- 
rectory, with only three to be elected. The 
contest for the positions was unusually 


active, and Mr. Howell is tonight receiv- 


ing the congratulations of the press of 
the entire country on his splendid vote. 
The firll membership of the board of Ci- 
rectors consists of eleven m2?mbers, each 
elected for a term of three years, 

The following resclution was unanimous- 
lv aconted: 

‘Resolved, That the Associated Press 
notices with pleasure the encouragement 
by the newspapers throughout the country 
of the proposition by Rear Admiral Up- 
shur to The Brooklyn Eagle that a home 
be secured for Admiral Dewey at the na- 
tional capital by public subgcription. 

‘‘Resolved, That we recognize in the 
national committee of the Dewey house 
fund a fitting body to which to send 
the funds secured by subscriptions 
secured by newspapers from their read- 
ers and from other sources, and that 
we commend tke object and the method 
without reserve to the newspapers and 
periodicals of the United States.”’

HEAR PENSION AGENT. 


Dickerson Faiied To Show Up, Hear- 


ing That an Officer Would

Kansas City, Mo., May 17.—Fifteen hun- 
dred Kansas City negroes congregated at 
the Second African Baptist church last night 
to Hsten to an appeal for help from I. H. 
Dickerson, of Nashville, a negro who came 
to town yesterday, posing as the general 
manager of the ex-Slave Mutual Relief, 
Bounty and Pension Association of the Uni- 
ted States. He was alleged to be collecting 
money to secure pensions for ex-slaves. 

Major Charles Anderson, special United 
States examiner, was onihand with a United 
States deputy marshal prepared to arrest 
Dickerson when he should appear. He had 
apparently been imformed of the state of 
affairs and failed to meet his engagement. 
The audience become restless after waiting 
an ‘heur and spoke their sentiments freely. 

Major Anderson finally addressed -them, 
declaring Dickerson to be a fraud, and the 
gathering Gispersed, but not without utter- 
ings of disgust.

Carolinians Populist Friends Do 
Him a Bad Turn, 


FUSION TENDENCY HIS DEATH 


Mlddle-of-the-Road Peaple Call for a 
Thorough Organization, 


REFERENDUM 15 LOUDLY INDORSED 


The Address Issued from Kansas City 
Is a Combination of Regrets 
for Past Conduct and Prom- 
ises for Better Action 
in the Future. 


Kansas City, Mo., May 17.—An address to 
the populists of the country was issued here 
tonight by the national organization com- 
mittee of the people’s party with the in- 
dorsement of the National Reform Press As- 
sociation. These two bodies, whose common 
object is to keep the populist party in the 
middle of the road, avoiding fusion with 
other political parties everywhere, had been 
in session here since Tuesday morning and 
the adoption of the address concluded their 
labors. 

All was not harmony among these middle- 
of-the-road leaders and only after long and 
heated discussions was an address agreed 
upon. A hard fight was made to secure the 
indorsement of Wharton Barker and Igna- 
tius Donnelly for president and vice presi- 
dent in 1900, but this committee refused to 


recommend. 

Instead, a thorough organization of the 
middle-of-the-roaders in every section of 
the country is urged, with the understand- 
ing that they shall enter the next national 
campaign with the present populist organ- 
ization, but that wherever fusion shall gain 
the day, whether in county, state or na- 
tional convention, the middle-of-the-roaders 
shall bolt and begin an active campaign to 
carry out their principles. 

The alleged fusionist tendencies of Marion 
Butler, chairman of the populist national 
committee, are provided against in a clause 
which authorizes the national organization 
committee to call a national convention if 
they shall be convinced that the national 
chairman or the national committee are 
playing into the hands of the fusionists. 
The address of the committee, in substance, 


follows: 

“That the voters of the nation may feel 
assured that the people’s party snail not 
again be betrayed in national convention 
or its working forces passed into the 
hands of: the enemy, and to inspire conii- 
dence among the masses in the integrity 
of our acts and sincerity of our de- 
mands for independent action as a party, 
we respectfully submit to the populists 
of the nation the following plan of ac- 
tion: ? 

‘1. That the national organization commit- 
tee hereby instruct its chairman to proceed 
with the formation of people’s party pre- 
cinct clubs in all the states on the plan 
recon:mended by the Cincinnati convention 
of September, 1898, or some relative plan, 
and to appoint in each state not having 
members already selected three members of 
the national organization committee and 
with the assistance and advice of these 
c¢mmitteemen, to select a state organiza- 
tion committee of the same number of 
members as the then existing state com- 
mittee and through these committeemen to 
organize as far as possible organization 
committees in congressional districts, coun- 
ties and voting precincts. Wherever it is 
positively known that those members of 
national, state and other committees now 
existing are unqualifiedly opposed to fusion 
with either of the old parties and for inde- 
pendent, straightforward action by the peo- 
ple’s party, they are to be selected as mem- 
bers of the several organization committees. 

“9 It shall be the duty of the several com- 
mittees to use all honorable means to secure 
the selection of delegates to the various 
conventions leading up to che nomination of 
the presidential convention in 1900, who are 
opposed to fusion and, failing in this, to 
provide for and send contesting delegates 
to the several conventions, That is to say 
if those who are opposed to fusion are un- 
fairly or dishonorably treated in the county 
convention they shall send a delegation to 
contest the seats of the fusion delegation in 
the state convention. 

“If the state convention is controlled in 
the interest of the fusion and against an 
honorable and straightforward people's 
party policy, as soon as this is determined 
the middle-of-the-road delegations shall 
leave the convention, and uniting with the 
contesting delegations, shall hold another 
state convention and send a contesting dele- 
gation from that state to the national con- 
vention. Should the national convention be 
controlled by straight populists all delegates 
sent under this plan shall feel themselves 
in honor bound to nominate those candi- 
dates for president and _ vice president 
recommended by the referendum vote, pro- 
vided in the judgment of the national or- 
ganization committee there shall have been 
sufficient organization to make such a vote 
both practicable and representative of the 
will of the party. 

“Should the national convention of 1900 be 
controlled in the interest of ‘fusion,’ the 
straight delegations shall leave said con- 
vention and join the contesting delegations 
sent under this plan in a straight conven- 
tion, and then carry out the will of the pop- 
ulists of the nation witheut regard to the 
‘fusion’ convention. 

‘In this case the national organization 
committee, and the several state, district 
and country precinct committees organized 
under this plan shall be recognized as the 
only committees having any authority in 
the affairs of the people's party. 

“Tf it should so occur that the national 
committee fail to issue the call for a na- 
tional people's party conventiou within due 
time in the diseretion of the national or- 
ganizaton committee, said organizaton com- 
mittee shall then proceed to issue a call 
for a national convention, 

“We offer this plan of action, knowing 
that it will, first, show to every populist 
that we are willing to remain in good fel- 
lowship with our ‘fusion’ brethren, with 
whom we have differed in the past in accept 
ing distasteful allegiance with the enemies 
of the people’s party; provided they will,

Omaha, in 1892, that the two old parties 
were jointly responsible for the miseries of 
the people and the unjust legislation which 
oppressed them; second, that jf they refuse 
to do so, that we wish them to know that 
we can go with them no further, preferring 
to adhere to the grand principles of untaint- 
ed populism than to traffic in those sacred 
principles for personal or political advance- 
ment and gain. 

‘We share the humiliation of the populist 
voters who have found themselves in the 
past forced to vote for candidates not in 
sympathy with each demand of the people's 
party platform, and urge them to diligently 
work in the future to avert any repetitton 
of such complications. 

“We recommend that an earnest effort 
to carry out the request for the referendum 
vote asked for by the Cincinnati convention 
be made, so that the fullest expression on 
the question may be obtained. 

“In order that states using the national 
precinct referendum club systems of party 
government may be made most effective, we 
recommend that these clubs be prepared to 
vot on national candidates and other ques- 
tions between October 1, 1899, and January 
1, 1900, and send tabulated vote of some by 
states to Hon. Milton Park, chairman of 
the national organization committee, Dallas, 
Tex., who, as soon as practicable, shall 
certify national results of sme to the public.

Lawton's Command Pushes on 
and Captures San Isidro, 


LITTLE RESISTANCE IS MEI 


Attack Was Made Manfully by Minne 
sota and Dakota Troops 


FIFTEEN FILIPINOS ARE LEFT DEAD 


Although Aguinaldo’s Line Is Strong- 
ly Intrenched at San Fernando 
There Is No Chance of His 
Accomplishing His 
End. 


Manila, May 17.—6:15 p. m.—Colonel Sum- 


mers's command, consisting of the Twenty- 
second infantry on the left, the Minnesota 
regiment in the center and the Oregon and 
North Dakota regiments on the right, pre- 
ceded by scouts and accompanied by Scott's 
battery of artillery, advanced from Baiuarte 
at daylight. 

The troops first encountered the 
two miles from San Isidro, the re- 
tiring when our artillery opened. fire. Just 
outside the town a rebel force estimated to 
number 2,000 men was entrenched. It made 
a slight resistance, but evacuated its posi- 
tion when our troops turned its right flank. 

The enemy’s loss was fifteen men killed 
and twenty wounded. Our troops also cap- 
tured three prisoners and many rifles. On 
the American side, one soldier of the Oregon 
regiment and one of the Minnesota regiment 
were slightly wounded. 

After capturing the town, Colonel Sum- 
mer's troops continued their advance, pur- 
Suing the retreating rebels for several miles. 

Although the still threaten San 
Fernando in considerable force, large num- 
bers of natives, a majority of them being 
families with their household goods, are re- 
turning daily to the towns inside 
American lines at Apalit especially.

Owing to the bad condition of the wagon 
roads, the work of repairing the railroad 
is being actively pushed. All the broken 
Lridges have been trestled and only a few 
excavations remain to be filled up. Trains 
will undoubtedly be running through to 
San Fernando in a few days. 

The only natives there are some Filipinos 
from Macabebe, who are trading with cur 
soldiers. 

At daylight today Lieutenant Hill who, 
with twenty-five men of the Fourth in- 
fantry, was concealed in the trenches rear 
Pasig, was attacked by a force of rebels, 
who evidently imagined they could capture 
Gne of our outposts, but only a few shots 
had been fired by the American force. A 
few volleys put the enemy to flight, the 
rebels losing five men killed and a num- 
ber of wounded. 

The army gunboat Napingdan has return- 
ed here from the lake, having been dis- 
abled by a cannon shot from a rebel po- 
sition near Santa Cruz, which broke her 
rudder post. 


ADVANCE COLUMN AT SAWN LUIS. 


Kobbe’s Command Pushes Insurgents 
Further North. 

Manila, May 18.—11:25 a.m.—Major Kobhbe’s 
column reached San Luis, eight miles up 
the Rio Grande, yesterday, meeting with 
but slight opposition. One man was wound- 
ed during a brush with the rebels. 

At daybreak today the Americans begana 
further advance toward Candaba, about six 
miles up the river beyond San Luis. The 
insurgents along General MacArthur's front 
evacuated thelr positions during the night, 
presumably moving farther up the rail- 
toad.

He Says the People Are Ready and 
Waiting for Territorial Forms 
of Government.

New York, May 17.—Major General Henry, 
United States volunteers, 
itary governor of Porto Rico, arrived on 
the transport McPherson from San Juan 
today. General Henry is enthusiastic about 
Porto Rico, its people and its possibilities. 

“It is a wonderfu] country,’’ he said, ‘but 
we will have to go slow in bringing about 
reforms. Capital invested will bring large 
returns. More: than cent of the 
value of the sugar cane is lost in the pro- 
cess of grinding. The children are thirst- 
ing for knowledge, and the need is 
€0ood schools. General Eaton fine 
work in this respect. 

“The general conditions are 
couraging. Over fifteen thousand men 
are at werk on public improvements 
and we are spending over $100,000 per 
month in this way. This is more money 
than the men received from Spain all 
their lives. 

“The Porto Ricans are anxious for a ter- 
ritorial form of government, but the ques- 
tion is how ate they going to get money if 
the customs duties are wiped out. We are 
spending large sums and I introduced a 
water supply in San Juan in five weeks 
after I took hold. The Spanish had been 
at work on the same thing for fifty vears. 
San Juan is as clean now as any city of 
the South American republics. The people 
all look forward to being Americans. 

“With the exception of a few disgruntled 
politicians, the island is free from al} ill 
will toward the United States. 

“Of course there is talk about an uprising, 
but there is really no danger of such a thing 
happening. The Porto Ricans lived for 400 
years under Spanish rule and never caused 
much trouble.”’

Conspiracy Against Kruger’s Govern- 
ment Is Confirmed. 

London, May 17.—The consul of the Trans- 
vaal here has received the following tele- 
gram from his government, dater Pretoria, 
May 16th: 

“Richard Nicholls, describing himself as 
a colonel; George Patterson, a captain; I°d- 
ward J. Tromlett, Charles Ellis and John 
A. Mitchell, lieutenants, and Fries and 
Hooper, were arrested yesterday morning 
on the sworn declaration of three Fnglish- 
men, on the charge of hich treason in con- 
nection with the alleged object of the en- 
roliment of troops to create a revolution, 
selze Johannesburg fort and hold possession 
of the town until the British treops from 
Natal could come to their assistance. 

“One of the prisoners alleses that he was 
acting under instructions from the Pritish 
war department.” 

A representative of the Associated Press 
today saw a number of prominent South 
Africans connected with the leading cen- 
cerns of Johannesburg. They all declared 
they had not received a word from their 
own agents in Cape Colony, the absence of 
advices indicating that the affair was 
‘trumped up by the Boer police,” and that 
in any‘ case the men arrested were irrespon- 
sible nobodies with fictitious military titles 
affixed by the Boers with the object of dis- 
crediting the British in the eyes of the con- 
tinental powers, 

It is now pelieved that Tromlett was for- 
merly a captain of volunteers in Cape 
Colony, and that he is now a mining agent; 
Patterson is deseribed as a butcher and 
labor agitator; Mitchell is said to be a 
Storekeeper. Hooper is classed as a carpen- 
ter; Ellis is alleged to be a private detec- 
tive, and the occupations of Fries and 
Nicholls are unknown.

BAD BLOOD BETWEEN THEM. 


PECULIAR CASE IN CAMPBELL 
COUNTY COURT. 


Red Oak Family, the Members of 
Which Are Trying To Get Each 
Wther in Jail. 


Fairburn, Gas May 17.—(Special.)—John 
Stacks, of this county, was bound over to 
the superior court today in commitment 
trial before Justices Luck and Thames, 
charged with the violation of a local law 
prohibiting the making of spirituous or in- 
toxicating lNquors in the county. 

Behind and underlying this circumstance 
is a plot in which hate, spite, revenge, fear, 
retaliation and recrimination are so closely 
interwoven as to suggest an inquiry as to 
where did it commence and where will it 
end? Not less conspicuous than these is 
the targled meshes of consancuinious rela- 
tion which runs throughout the plot. The 
defendant lives in the neighborhood of 
Red Oak Station, in this county, a neigh- 
Lorhood which has long been noted for the 
propensity of some of its citizens to follow 
the seemingly fascinating occupation of 
making moonshine without consulting the 
wishes or financial requirements of Uncle 
Sam. According to the testimony of wit- 
nesses, and to his own statement, Stacks 
for many years walked in the ways of the 
wily moonshiner and prided himself upon 
the quality and quantity of his particular 
brand of moonshine; but there came a day 
when the grand jury of fhe county took no- 
tice of this brand of liquor and returned 
an indictment against him. In due time his 
case came to trial and he entered a plea of 
guilty and was fined $3 by the presiding 
judge. This fine was paid by relatives and 
then began trouble for many people. 

Stacks swore off frum making liquor him- 
self and announced his intention of stopping 
his neighbors from making it. He became 
a full-ficdged revenue informer and having 
been engaged in the business himself, he 
was familiar with many others who were 
at it, and he soon had more than half the 
citizens of the neighborhood under bond to 
appear at the United States court in At- 
lanta as the result of his ‘‘reformation.” 

Stacks did not spare his best friends, nor 
even his blood relations. Among those re- 
ported to the revenue officers were his 
brother, his father-in-law and other rela- 
tives. In addition to the cases against 
them in the United States court, he pro- 
cured several indictments in the superior 
court of this county against them. They in 
turn had him indicted for various offenses, 
and he is now under bond to appear at the 
August term of court.

NEGROES SIGNING A PETITION 


Asking the Governor To Not Commute 
Rimberly’s Sentence. 

Camilla, Ga., May 17.—(Special.)—The 
negroes of Camilla and Mitchell counties 
have taken a surprising stand in the case 
of Jim Rimberly, the convicted negro 
murderer. Rimberly killed his aunt sev- 
eral weeks ago and Was sentenced at the 
April term of the Mitchell superior court 
to be hanged on the 16th instant. On that 
date he was respited by Governor Candler 
for thirty days, a petition having been pre- 
sented by some of the white residents of 
the county asking for executive clemency 
On account of the prisoner’s mental and 
physical condition. Two members of the 
jury before whom the case was tried 
Signed the petition. Now, the ieaders 
among the negro population of Mitchell 
county have begun the circulation of a 
petition to the governor asking that the 
law be allowed to take its course without 
further interfernece, and expressing regret 
that Rimberly was not allowed to hang 
on the 16th. 

The attitude of the negroes in the mat- 
ter is surprising the whites, for the for- 
mer, contrary to their custom in similar 
cases, are anxious to see Rimblerly exe- 
cuted for his crime.

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ARGUMENT IN WISWALL CASE 


Attorneys Are Making a Vigorous 
Fight for Points. 


WILL SOON BE WITH THE JURY 


Testimony Was Presented by Both 
Sides—Policeman Thought Wis- 
wall Was Drunk. 


The argument was taken up in the Wis- 
wall-DeGive case yesterday at 1 o'clock. 
It will be continued all of today and will 
run over into tomorrow. It is expected 
that the jury will have the case under 
consideration by Friday at 12 o'clock. 

A number of witnesses were placed on 
the stand and the testimony from physi- 
clans was largely expert. Mrs. Wiswall 
was placed on the stand, 
some of the facts about her husband. Mr. 
Wellington, a prominent manufacturer and 
member of the firm of N. Boynton & Co., 
of Boston, which employed Wiswall, tes- 
tified that he was correct in all his habits 
and that so far as he knew his mind was 
pure. 

Other witnesses were presented by both 
sides and all the fragments of testimony 
were presented which the attorneys want- 
ed in the case. The argument was begun 
by Sam K. Abbot, for the plaintiff. He 
read the law to the court and made an 
able opening. 

George Westmoreland, L. Z. Rosser and 
John B. Goodwin will argue for the de- 
fendants, and Colonel B. F. Abbott and 
Judge R. T. worsey will deliver argu- 
ments for the plaintiff. 

There were no special features in the 
introduction of testimony in the case yes- 
terday. 

Dr. J. F. Alexander was placed on the 
stand as the first witness. He testified 
in regard to the wound and the actions 
of the persons sustaining a fracture of the 
skull. He said that a reaction might oc- 
cur as late as a day after the accident. 

Policeman Sheridan, who was in charge 
of the patrol wagon that came after Wis- 
wall when he was found dead, stated that 
he sat beside the deceased during the ride 
to the hospital and he did not smell any 
intoxicants. He said he had often ar- 
rested drunken men, however, and had 
not smelt anything on their breath. He 
said he thought Wiswall was drunk. 

Chief Manly, of the police force, was 
placed on the stand and said he would not 
believe the women of ill repute who had 
testified in the case on oath. 

Dr. T. F. Brewster, superintendent of the 
Grady hospital, testified of the things h 
found in Mr. Wiswall's pockets. , 

Mr. Lafayette Lanier, president of the 
West Point Manufacturing Company, in 
which Wiswall was interested, and by 
which he was employed, was placed on 
the stand. He said that he had been 
intimately associated with the deceased 
and with the members of his family and 
that Wiswall, so far as he could judge, 
was a pure and chaste man. He said he 
thought deceased loved his family. There 
was considerable discussion among the 
attorneys over the admissability of the tes- 
timony presented by Mr. Lanier. 

One of the women had stated that Wis- 
wall came to her house in the tenderloin on 
a Sunday night in August when he was in 
the city. To rebut this Mr. Lanier was 
asked when Mr. Wiswall arrived in the 
city during his August visit. The witness 
said it was on Thursday, but he had novo 
better evidence of it than the name on the 
register of the hotel. He said he saw him 
on Friday morning. That he went to West 
Point on Friday and left there on Satur- 
day night in order to catch the train from 
Atlanta Saturday night. 

Mr. William H. Wellington, of Boston, 
swore, when placed on the stand, that 
Wiswall arived in Boston from his south- 
ern trip on Monday afternoon. It is pre- 
sumed by the plaintiffs that Wiswall could 
not have been at the woman's house on 
Sunday night and arrived in Boston Mon- 
day afternoon. 

Mr. Wellington stated that he had known 
Wiswall for twenty years and had found 
him to be a man of moral habits 
as he knew. 

Both sides announced closed after this 
evidence had been presented, and the ar- 
guments were commenced. | oe

Another method 
is to give a wart to every black pig you 
see unti] you have no more. That this 
is successful is shown by the fact that 
more black pigs have wattleg (or wartles) 
under their jowls than those of any 
other color. 

The wart-weed grows in Georgia, and 
it is supposed that a poultice made of 
its leaves and stems will remove warts; 
but the weed is a shy grower, and the 
process, having no mystery about it, is 
as likely to fail as to sueceed. Your true 
wart is not to be taken in and disposed 
of by any vulgar remedy, but is ready 
to elope and disappear at the first touch 
of mystery. 

The subject is an interesting one, but 
we cannot pursue it further. It is a 
matter to make a winter's tale of and 
involves too much research in ancient 
manuscripts to be available for the use 


of summer schools of science. 


| In the Lion’s Mouth. 
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Warts and Their Mysteries. 

Recently a great many readers of The 
New York Sun have been writing to that 
paper on the subject of warts and reme- 
dies and mysteries necessary for their 
removal. The editor himself, we are 
both surprised and pained to observe, 
refuses to discuss the subject in his own 
proper department, though as a boy he 
must have known the misery of warts. 
He may be reserving his decision, or he 
may be like one of those modern sci- 
entists, so-called, who refuses to believe 
anything until it is proved, except the 
state and condition of the moon. 

However, as the editor of The Sun ap- 
pears to have gone into the cellar dur- 
ing the discussion, we shall let him stay 
there. Meanwhile, his correspondents 
are engaged in resurrecting some very 
Important facts with respect to wart- 
lore. In the first place, as every boy 
Knows, warts come from the promiscu- 
ous handling of toads. A very old 
writer says that when toads are sub- 
jected to handling they “exude or sweat 
from their various pores a very acrid 
poison of the color of milk, which forth- 
with cause the warts to grow on the 
hands of them that handle these dan- 
gerous creatures.’ 

This is one of the first warnings giv- 
en to boys who are rightly raised, and 
no sooner is the warning given than 
they proceed to test the truth of it by 
actual experiment. Hence the appear- 
ance of warts on the hands of smal! 
boys, and hence also the necessity of 
devisiug some means of getting rid of 
them. But how is that to be done? 
It is well Known that warts cannot be 
burned or cut away. <A woolen string, 
boiled in goat’s milk and tied around a 
wart has been known to be effectual, 
but it usually happens that warts are 

flat, especially the “seed warts,” and 
to tamper with them by means of knife 
or caustic is to propagate them. 

It is plain, therefore, that some ex- 
traordinary measure is necessary. The 
fact that toads are allied to witchery— 
that the toes of a frog are the basis of 
all genuine spells, incantations and con- 
jurations—is perfectly well known. Con- 
sequently, there should be some mystery 
in the method of their removal, and 
such, in fact, there is. To this, all the 
correspondents of The Sun, and there 
are numbers of them, most solemnly test- 
ify. They give different remedies, but 
the element of mystery resides in all 
alike. 

For example, two readers of The Sun 
had warts all over their hands. They 
were told to steal a piece of meat and 
bury it. The result was that the warts 
disappeared. Another had an incon- 
venient wart on the Knuckle of his index 
finger. He-met an old justice of the 
peace. who said he had power to remove 
warts. He told this particular wart to 
go, and it did, disappearing shortly af- 
terwards. Another had warts on his 
head. He was told to cut a potato in 
two, rub each part three times over the 
warts, fasten the parts of the potato to- 
gether with a match or a toothpick and 
throw them away. Within a week 
every wart had disappeared, 

Still another correspondent of The 
Sun, a practicing physician, removes 
warts by buying them. For instance, 
when he sees a patient suffering from 
the inconvenience of warts, he offers a 
penny for them, and, in every case, the 

warts disappear after the trade igs made. 

These mysteries appertain to the east- 
ern states, and we doubt whether they 
are practiced to any great extent in the 
south. In Georgia, the most ordinary 
method is to select a pebble for each 
wart and rub it on the one it is to 
represent... Then, while whirling around 
rapidly three times, throw the pebble or 
pebbles away. Another method is to 
say to some person known to be success- 
ful in working these mysteries, ‘‘I’ll give 
you my warts if you’ll take them.” The 
person then signifies acceptance of the 
warts by rubbing each one with his 


| It is perhaps natural that on a super-

This is under what is known 
as the convention of 1884; and while this 
is technically restricted to the foreign 
affairs of the south African republic, the 
official name of Krugerland, it is a suz- 
erainty which ought to insure in return 
the fair and just treatment of British 
subjects who have gone in and developed 
the wealth of the country. 

or that is just what the Uitlanders 
have done. It is due to them, and to 
them alcene, that the marvelous mines 
of the Johannesburg region have heen 
developed. Outside of these mining 
interests there is nothing more to the 
country than pasturage; and it is the 
contention of the foreigners that, having 
been allowed to come in and develop 
the wealth of the country, they have a 
right to expect protection. 

A correspondent of The London Times 
epitomizes the grievances of the Uit- 
landers as embodied in their petition to 
the queen. se 

Twenty-one thousand of them joined 
in their complaint in which they say: 

They the teyving 
taxes. 

No voice in the payment of officials. 

No contro! of the education of the coun- 
try. 

Now power in the municipal government 
of their town, Johannesburg. 

Their newspapers are gagged. If an 
editor offends Mr. Kruger he may he sent 
to prison, or sent to live at Pietpotsgeiters- 
rust to die .of fever, or sent out of the 
country altogether. 

They are not permitted to hold public 
meetings. 

The period when they can acquire rights 
of citizenship has been extended from 
two to twelve years after they have taken 
the oath renouncing British allegiance; 
and this only by the vote of three-quarters 
of the burghers in each man’s individual 
district. 

The juries by whom they are tried are 
not their peens,but burghers, their political 
masters. 

They pay almost the entire taxation of 
tit country. 

Their interests in the counfry are, bur- 
dened by monopolies. Or such—to take 
one instance, comparatively trivial—is the 
aerated water concession. To protect the 
monopolists to Whom this was granted 
a tax of three pence a bottle is placed on 
all other waters. 

Their children born in the republic have 
been deprived of the birthright of citi- 
zenship. 

There is a law which would deprive them 
even of the right to complain. 

The president of the republic may expel 
from the country any member of the 
community whom he may wish to get 
rid of. This without trial. 

Doles, loans—given as if personally from 
the president—are made indiscriminately 
to the burghers. The writer knows of 
cases where the president’s family have 
fiven £200 at a time on note of hand. 
These are not in the way of charity. It 
is realized on oth sides that these loans 
are the price of constant loyalty and ser- 
vice to the president. An eminent Dutch 
banker confirms this impression. Of his 
own experience he is aware of these loans, 
and aware of their significance. It is 
not expected, the states, that they should 
be repaid in money or tn kind. ‘Thus the 
burghers are bound to the status quo. 
The money comes, of course, from the 
Uitlanders’ pockets in the first instance. 

Their newspapers are gagged. If an 
the government should take up bonds on 
farms so as to prevent the land from 
passing into the hands of Witlanders. 

It is evident from the tone of advices 
from the Transvaal that the expected 
crisis is rapidly approaching. Oom Paul 
may know his business, but it looks very 
much from this distance as if his suc- 
cesses in the past may have caused the 
old man’s head to swell, and that he is 
in danger of putting that head too close 
to the Lion’s mouth.

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The Briggs Case. 

The ordination ot Dr. Briggs as a 
regular priest of the Episcopal church 
is bound to set in motion a very heat- 
€qd controversy among the members of 
that denomination, and some of the pre- 
liminaries of the contention are to be 
found even in the comments of the secu- 
lar newspapers, but more especially in 
some of the letters written by doctors 
and divines, 

Naturally, this is not a matter in 
which a secular newspaper is supposed 
to take an active interest, but they do 
so, and while they may not shine in the 
discussion, nevertheless the subject is 
such a large one that they may be ex- 
pected to comment on it, however su- 
perfluous such comments may be. The 
Evening Post, which never struck us as 
a religious journa!, delivers itseif, and 
so indeed do all the newspapers that 
deal with topics of serious current inter- 
est. The Post quotes Professor Ham- 
ack (we presume he is some great au- 
thority) as saying that one of the great- 
est dangers now besetting Protestant 
churches ig that of treating their creeds 
as legal ordinances. This, as The Even- 
ing Post explains, would be “to make 
dogma a rule of obedience, not a rule of 
faith.” 

It will be observed that between Pro- 
fessor Hamack and Professor Godkin, 
the matter is left in a tangle, Legal 


ordinances must be obeyed, but they | 


need not be believed In. A creed may 
be believed in, but it need not be obeyed. 
One professor says this is the danger, 
the other says it is a necessity, and 
both are in favor of abolishing every- 
thing that stands in the way of proving 
the Bible to be made up of a collection of 
myths and fables. 

Dogma has ae very 
portentous sound, it appears, 
it is very simple. It is sim- 
ply and expression of faith. Now 
faith is a quality that must needs de- 
clare itself in some form, and in the 
churches its declarations resolve them- 
selyes into creeds and dogmas. When 
these become futile and of no impor- 
tance, what is the conclusion? Why, 
that faith has flown. No other explana- 
tion igs possible, none conceivable. If 
faith igs unable to recognize its own cre- 
dentials, it is in a bad way indeed. 

That is why The Constitution has gone 
out of its way to protest against the de- 
moralizing results which the Briggsites, 
in common with the followers of Inger- 
soll, are striving to bring about. Reli- 
gious belief, no matter how various in its 
manifestations, is sure to give rise to 
a course of conduct. Faith, if genuine, 
will inevitably provide the rules which 
are the evidence of it, and these rules 
are hard only for those who have no 
faith. Faith in the existence of God 
impels belief in the Bible. and in the 
Incarnation and Atonement, and this 
belief, in turn, has led to the dogmas, 
creeds and declarations of every denom- 
ination that professes to be Christian. 

iaalhthiceniiliniiliinas 
A British Philistine. 

Sir Richard Tangye, a leading iron 
manufacturer of England, has some 
strong opinions in regard to trusts. He 
declares that a cancer in the human 
frame has no deadlier efféct than trusts 
in the commercial atmosphere of the 
country. “The only tasting effect they 
have is a bad one. ‘They provide no 
compensating good; legitimate small: 
businesses go under or are swallowed 
up to satisfy the broadening appetite of 
ever-increasing combinations.” 

Sir Richard thinks that this country 
will one day wake up to the curse of 
trusts. When this happens, he says, 
and “the vileness of the system has been 
fully realized, public opinion will be 
roused and some strong legislation must 
follow.” 

Alas! Sir Richard doesn’t realize the 
power which money has over the public 
mind in those parts of the country where 
the population is thickest. It is more 
than powerful. It is superior to every- 
thing and everybody. Already the edi- 
tors of newspapers are falling at the feet 
of trusts, worshiping them and seeking 
inspiration at the shrine of speculation 
and selfishness. 

If Sir Richard had only known that 
the combined capital of trusts in this 
country fs nearly two thousand milllon 
of dollars up td date, he would have 
hesitated before calling them “hateful.” 
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The Yale Presidency. 

The announcement that Professor Ar- 
thur T. Hadley is to succeed Dr, Dwight 
as president of Yale is of interest not 
only to those directly in touch with that 
great institution of learning, but for 
many reasons it interests the people of 
the entire country. While Yale is a 
New England institution so far as loca- 
tion is concerned, it has long since 
ceased to belong to any state or section, 
but has become national. Yale’s influ- 
ence upon education in all lines is pow- 
erful and the Yaie impress has more 
than once been made upon the greater 
affairs of the country. 

It is interesting to note, in this con- 
nection, that the election of Professor 
Hadley will mean the wverthrow of a 
tradition tenaciously held to by some of 
the older elements connected with the 
institution. He is the first layman to 
be chosen for the Yale presidency. The 
old tradition hag been that only a min- 
ister of the Congregational church, and 
hailing from Connecticut, should be 
made president of Yale, but Professor 
Hadley’s selection for this important 
post marks a new departure. 

The tendency in the progressive non- 
sectarian educational institutions of the 
country grows more and more toward 
the selection of laymen for this impor- 
tant office. As a matter of course the 
sectarian colleges will continue to put 
ministers at their head—at least that is 
the present tendency, although in a good 
many cases even there the _ tradi- 
tions have been overthrown; but very 
many of the non-sectarian college have 
considered it the part of wisdom to put 
laymen at their head. 

The sensible rule wouid seem to be 
the selection of the right man, no mat- 
ter in what walk of life he may be 
found. Success in the presidency of a 
college depends almost entirely upon the 
possession of mental breadth and exec- 
utive ability. When ‘thease eiements 
are found united in the person of some 
minister of the gospel to a higher degree 
than in any other available man, it 
would be wise to select that man. If, 
on the other hand, some other man 
possesses these qualities and is pre- 
eminently the man for the position, the 
fact that he is not a minister should 
certainly not militate against him. 

It is to be presumed that Professor 
Hadley is regarded pre-eminently the 
man for the Yale presidency, and that 
being the case, the old traditions are 
very wisely not allowed to stand in the 
way of his selection.

has ever honored with its appointment. At 
each session of the general assembly Dr. 
Craig submits his report, showing the 
progress made in the department of home 
missions during the preceding twelve 
months. This year his report shows unusual 
growth. In fact, he says that the work of 
the department is in better shape than ever 
before. Most of the activities of the church 
in the department of home missions have 
been put forth in Arkansas, Florida, Texas, 
Indian Territory and New Mexico. In this 
extensive fleld the white population, since 
1870, has increased 240 per cent, while the 
membership of the church has increased 
408 per cent. Throughout the entire south 
the white population since 1870 has in- 
creased 100 per cent, while the membership 
of the churewh has increased 152 per cent. 
This speaks in eloquent figures of the wide- 
awake enterprise which has characterized 
the work of the executive committee of 
home missions of the southern Presbyterian 
church. During the past year $63,408.70 have 
passed through the hands of Dr. Craig for 
home missions.

We do not wonder that the London news- 
papers have resented Ambassador Choate’s 
unfortunate classification of Admiral Samp- 
son with the English naval hero, Nelson. 
Mr. Choate is a gentleman of opulent imag- 
ination and notorious wit, but he should 
remember that what seems~a happy epi- 
gram in a New York court of law may 
strike the British public as rot of purest ray 
serene, when delivered in an international 
sense and before a high-class audience. 

Of course, it is more than probable that 
Mr. Choate intended only to round a felici- 
tous sentence and adorn a rhetorical com- 
monplace. A man who talks so much, and 
has so great a reputation for garrulity to 
sustain, may well be pardoned for an occa- 
sional faux pas. The fact remains, how- 
ever, that Mr. Choate was oppressivelyun- 
happy in the instance under discussion. 
The cases of Nelson and Sampson—quite 
apart from their respective achievements— 
are so utterly unlike that ‘Mr. Choate's 
comparison verged very closely upon the 
offensive. We would not, for the world, 
suggest as applicable to this episode, the 
parrot who, by his own admission, talked 
too much, Enough to say that Mr. 
Choate might serve the country with much 
more dignity and usefulness if he should 
take warning by that regretful and dishey- 
eled bird. Even in this country, and among 
the most worldly patriotic shriekers, the 
listing of Sampson with Nelson will be re- 
garded 4g a maladroit and most untimely 
jest. One can be funny here always with 
assurance of a sympathetic audience.

THIRD ENGINEERS 
ARE MUSTERED U1 


Enlisted Men Were Giver Their Dischar- 
ges Yesterday. 


ALSO RECEIVED THEIR PAY 


About $130,000 Was Paid to the 
Third Volunteer Engineers. 


OFFICERS HELD BANQUET LAST NIGHT 


It Is Probable That by Tonight Few 
Members of the Regiment Will 
Be in Atlanta. 


With cheering and handshaking, the Third 
United States volunteer engneers left the 
service of the government yesterday. The 
work of mustering out the soldiers was be- 
gun at 8:30 o’clock yesterday morning and 
was finished at 12:30 o’clock, four hours 
later, but it was not until 2 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon that the post was deserted 
entirely by the engineers, as every mem- 
ber of the regiment, after receiving his dis- 
charge and pay, shook hands with the offi- 
cers and told them goodby. 

There is great friendliness between the 
officers and enlisted men of the Third volun- 
teer engineers. The officers congratulate 
themselves on this account, as bitter feeling 
has existed between the officers and men 
of a number of voluntter regiments. 

Captain George K. McGunnegle, Fifteenth 
infantry, and Lieutenant Amos H. Martin, 
First infantry, had charge of the mustering 
out, and performed their work with great 
rapidity and accuracy. The men were 
marched by companies upon the parade 
ground in front of the Spanish prison, where 
the roll was called and inspectton held. 

Major J. C. Muchlenberg, chief paymaster 
of the department of the gulf, assisted ‘by 
Majors E. J. Halford and R. B. Huston, 
additional paymasters, gave the engineers 
their pay. After leaving the mustering offi- 
cers, the companies went into the Spanish 
prison, where the paymasters were grouped 
around several tables. 

As each man’s name was called he stepped 
forward and received his discharge, pay, 
final statement and allowances. About 800 
men were discharged and paid off, The field 
staff and the band were the last to go be- 
fore the paymasters. Including officers, both 
commissioned and non-commissioned, about 
$130,000 was paid the regiment yester@ay. 

A considerable portion of this money was 
spent in Atlanta, as many of the discharged 
soldiers purchased presents to carry to their 
relatives. 

Yesterday afternoon the officers of the 
Second battalion presented their battalion 
commander, Major J. L. Van Ornum, with a 
beautiful loving cup of silver mounted upon 
a pedestal of ebony. The cup, which is of 
the conventional shape, “as elaborately 
ornamented and engraved. One side bears 
the inscription: 

“Presented to Major John L. Van Ornum 
by the officers who served with him, with 
the army of occupation in Cuba.’ On a sec- 
ond side is inscribed, “Second battalion, U. 
S. V. Engineers,” and the third side bears 
the names of the various stations of the 
battalion since it was mustered into service. 

The officers of the regiment were at a ban- 
quet last night at the Aragon. A number of 
happy speeches were made and the officers 
pronounced the occasion thoroughly en- 
joyable.

A communication has been received by 
Attorney General Terrell from the state's 
attorney of Illinois, containing in part a 
statement of fact which will be read with 
interest and some profit by those who be- 
lieve lynching to be confined to the state 
of Georgia. The writer in preparing a 
paper to be read to a convention of state 
prosecutors in Illinois refers. to Attorney 
General Terrell for information as to capital 
punishment in Georgia. In the course of 
the letter the Illinois official has the follow- 
ing to say: 

“We have capital punishment in our state 
for murder only, and for the last few years 
in this part of the state we have had six or 
seven lynchings for the crime of rape, and 
I am inclined to believe that it is most as 
good a record as is claimed here for some 
of the southern states.”’ 

It is regarde@ as commendable, by the 
better citizens of Georgia, whatever may be 
the number of lynchings in the state, that 
no record is claimed of such affairs. It is 
evident, however, from the letter of the 
state’s attorney, that the people of Illinois 
are keeping a record both of their own ac- 
count and that of some of the southern 
states,

In reply to a question as to the nature of 
the work of the body, Senator Fouche re- 
plied that he did not believe any radical 
change in the tax system would be recom- 
mended in the report. He expressed the 
view that he was against any change when 
it came to a choice of that and a plan which 
had already been tried with some success.

Neither the source nor recent Russian 
measures conduce to extravagant enthusi- 
asm or supply any bases for hopefulness. 
Yet, though nothing may come of it at this 
time, any suggestion looking to more 
friendly international relations should be 
welcomed. We do not apprehend that any 
nation will be less watchful ithan hereto- 
fore, but distrust are no 
necessary part of defensive preparations. 
There is, we may be sure, a Providence 
which impe!s men of such widely differ- 
ent theories of government to come to- 
gether and confer in the light of a civil- 
ization which is the direct product of 
Christianity in relation to mutual interests 
and the manner of subserving ithem with- 
out recourse to arms. We can but pray 
as children of Him who is the Peace, that 
he will so rule the hearts of men as to 
make wars to cease in all the world and 
dispose the hearts of all people toward 
righteousness, which is the foundation of 
peace, 

Church Commotion in England. 

“In strong contrast to the words of 
peace, which we anticipate from ‘this con- 
ference, is the international commotion 
in the Chureh of England. We are 
happily freed from the fetters of which re- 
strain the independent movement of the 
mother church, and we are not apprehen- 
sive of similar difficulttes here at home. 
Since 1732, the church of England has been 
devasted of every vestiage of autonomy, 
and to this injury has been added the 
insult of secularizing the spiritual courts 
by the appointment of infidels and here- 
tics to adjust ecclesiastical differences in 
violation of the reforma-

The Great Race Problem. 

“Our last topic is nearest to us. We 
have troubles of our own. Clearly para- 
mount to all other questions of the state 
or the nation, is the disposition of the 
heritage bequeathed to us by England, 
the Dutch, and ‘the New England states 
before they abandoned the iniquitous 
trade in human lives. Their conversion 
comes too late to avert the evils entailed 
upon our forefathers and us of this gene- 
ration. 

“Tt is too late to discuss the vengeance 
which time thas wreaked under ithe opera- 
tion of the act of emancipation, an euphu- 
ism for the most stupendiously stupid folly 
to which a nation ever committed itself, en- 
titling seven million children, under the 
age of praper judgment, discrimination or 
any other qualification whatever, to par- 
ticipate in American citizenship. Here 
they are, and here are we. A factor in 
the proposition of one-tenth of the papula-

norance, 

“My brethren, the blaze of indignation, 
fanned by the latest horrors of barbaric 
gluttony in crime, may prove a blessing 
if it ‘burns ont some of the selfishness 
which witholds the means to prosecute 
the work of Christian civilization in the 
school and the home, rather than in the 
puipit. I exhort you, men and women, 
clerical and lay, to study these methods 
with a view of adding your quota of in- 
fluence to provide the remedy, and that 
you may leave to your descendants of the 
next generation not a world but a state, 
and communities better than you found 
them—better because you have lived and 
realized your opportunities.”

Mr. Pope intimated that the in- 
spectors did not do enough work, de- 
claring he would wager he would pass two 
inspectors between the city hall and his 
office in the Prudential building doing 
nothing. Dr. Jones declared the police- 
men loafed more than the sanitary men, 
stating facetiously that Mr. Pope might 
find ten policemen between the city hall 
and his office. 

“If you will go out by my residence in 
North Atlanta, however, you won't s¢e a 
policeman in six months,” declared Dr. 
Jones, 

‘You talk about politics,”’ said Mr. Smith. 

“Tt seems to me it would be better if some 
of our public officials were a Iittle mcre 
politic in their business. We have one 
officiai who has been in the employ of the 
city eighteen years, and he is bigger than 
the council and the mayor all put together.

NEW OFFICERS WERE ELECTED 


Name Was Changed to “The Georgla 
Compress Assoctatlon,” 


MANY COTTON MEN WERE PRESENT 


Two Interesting Sessions Held Yester- 
day Afternoon at the Kimball 
House and the Annual Con- 
vention of 1900 Will 
Be Held Here. 


The association of cotton compress men 
of this state held their regular annual con- 
vention at the Kimball house yesterday and 
transacted business of importance to the 
organization. New officers were elected, 
and the name of the association was chang- 
ed from the Interior Compress Association 
to the Georgia Cempress Association, and 
it was made a purely state organization. 

The following were the officers elected: 
President, J. F. Minis, of Savannah; first 
vice president, Captain I, B. English, of 
iIMacon; secretary and treasurer, C. C. Han- 
son, of Savannah. The old me:nbers of the 
board of directors and executive committee 
were re-elected. 

Phe. first session of the association con- 
vened at noon, and after the election of 
officers for the ensuing year, and’the matter 
of changing the name of the organization 
had ‘been settled, the meeting adjourned to 
convene again during the afternoon. 

At 4 o'clock the second session was held, 
and it lasted until 5:30 o’clock. During the 
afternoon meeting a number of discussions 
were had on various subjects pertaining to 
the compress business. Several valuable 
papers relating to the improving of the 
square bale were read, and the session was 
an interesting one, 

The convention, which was the eighth 
annual held, was well attended, nearly every 
large cotton compress company in the state 
being represented. The association now has 
more than thirty active members, and these 
meet once each year in the interest of the 
business in this section. 

When the association was first’ organized 
some seven years ago it was not local ‘in 
character, but embraced the states of 
(Georgia, South Carolina, Alabama and Mis- 
Sissippi, Recently many of the representa- 
tives of the other states withdrew to form 
associations, and the members _ re- 
maining in the Interior Compress Associa- 
tion at once agitated the movement io re- 
organize as a local association, 

The matter was the principal question to 
come before the convention held yesterday. 
The change met with no opposition, and 
was enthusiastically carried. All the mem- 
bers expressed themselves heartily in favor 
of forming a state organization for the 
benefit of the compress business, and jt is 
probable that all the state assvuciations will 
work together, 

The associatiaqn was 
years ago, at the time when the railway 
companies throughout this section reduced 
the rate on cotton from 10 to 74% cents, and 
the object of the association was to con- 
sider the matter of these rates. 

Since this reduction the association and 
the railways have harmonized, and of re- 
cent years the organization has had few 
matters of very vital importance to come 
up for its consideration. The leaders of the 
movement have Kept the association to- 
gether, however, for the good of the busi- 
ness, and the organization has steadily in- 
creased in power and membership, 

The members meet together about this 
time each year &and discuss methods and 
improvements in the business. Nearly all 
the conventions have been held in Atlanta, 
as this city has been considered peculiarly 
appropriate as a meeting place, being about 
centrally located in relation to the vari6us 
large compresses in the state. The next 
convention will be held here,

SHORTS COVERED FREELY 


At Best Figuics Cotton Showed a Gain 
of 5 to 7 Puints—Closed 
Steady. H 


New York, May 17.—By Associated Press: 
From opening to close the shorts were Kept 
in an uneasy frame of mind and at times 
covered freely as a result of bullish in- 
formation from the cotton belt. abroad and, 
in fact, from nearly all directions The 
market made a quiet and firm start with 
prices 1 to 3 points higher and steadily in- 
proved as the session progressed, reaching 
at the gest figures a gain of 6 to 7 points. 
The better feeling at the opening was due 
in a measure to unmistakable evidences of 
firmness in the future department and a re- 
newa] of heavy demand for spot cotton at 
Liverpool. Private cables attested that the 
European cotton trade had regarded the 
weekly weather bulletin as of bullish pur- 
port. Today’s information from the south 
led to the impression that rains were badly 
needed in a number of sections: that the 
erop Was not making good stands, except 
possibly in Texas. and that insects Were 
beginning to ravage cotton over large areas. 
The officiay) weather report indicated -hihg 
temperature and almost a total absence of 
rains over the entire region, and the fore- 
cast was for generally fair weather for the 
next dav ortwo. FEncouraging reports were 
received from southetn spot markets. The 
advance in the local market brought out a 
fair number of investment orders and did 
much to instill fresh confidence into manv 
heretofore feeble teulls. Among the factors 
contributing to the tirmness was a sharp 
advance in the New Orleans market, pri- 
marily due to increased sales at Liverpool 
and less favorable weather reports, which 
led to a bear scare of May shorts The 
closing was steady 4 to 5 points net 
higher.

Prime’s Weekly Crop Summary. 


From The New York Stockholder. 

Chicago, lll, May 13.—The month of May 
so far has made a muc@g better record in 
its crop progress than either of its two 
predecessors, : 

Agricultural selence and the wonderful- 
ly improved methods for getting in crops 
are putting the ground in good order ina 
very short time have done much in the 
direction of helping us out of the mud in 
a wet and backward season. 

Clear skies, however, are the-one great 
essential to a successful crop year, 

lp to a very recent date, however, they 
have been very largely in the minority 
since the opening of the spring. 

The country has been making up 
time very rapidly recently and the week 
10OW closing’ taking the crop situation as 
a Whole, we have got along very well 
with our spring work, 

‘e have today a tine prospect for oats. 
Cool, moist weather has been very favor- 
able for its rapid growth. Oats stand 
today generally from six to eight inches 
high, and as J] said in my letter to you 
of May 6th we have probably put into 
the ground the largest acreage ever sown. 
We wer able to do this from the fact 
that the lands which had been put into 
winter wheat and killed out were all 
ready for seeding. 

We are progressing favorably and satis- 
factorily with corn planting. If we have 
no storms of rain over Sunday we shall, 
I think, without any doubt, from present 
appearances, have nearly every acre of 
corn in the ground next week. This wili 
be in ample time to insure a crop, pro- 
viding no accidents or an early frost at- 
tacks it. 

The acreage of corn will be largely in- 
creased from the same reasons which have 
increased the acreage of oats, namely 
the partial failure of the winter wheat 
crop. We hear of corn just coming out 
of the ground in Texas, but not large 
enough vet to work. 

The early seeding spring wheat has made 
a good stand and is growing rapidly. We 
have from 20 to 25 per cent of the wheat 
yet to sow in the extreme northwest. 

Reliable authorities still differ widely 
as to the amount of damage to the winter 
wheat and some contend that there has 
been an improvement in the general con- 
dition of the wheat which is left stand- 
ing. Be that either right or wrong, this 
situation is offset by the fact of a very 
rapid and early dévelopment of insect 
life and this threatens now to cut quite a 
figure in the situation as soon as the 
weather becomes dry and warm.

Her subject was “The Women of Japan,” 
and she is well fitted to speak interesting- 
ly on this theme since she has spent over 
seven years in Japar&® where hér husband's 
mission includes work in ten towns, in 
all of which Mrs. Patton is known for 
her earnest and unVring assistance. 

Mrs. Patton introd&ced -her story o® the 
unhappy women of Japan by stating the 
cause that indirectly leads to all 
trials—ancestor worship and consequently 
desire to continue the family Hne. She 
Stated that when a girl is born she is 
always a disappointment, because. the 
parents wish a son who can repeat the 
family name. A creature merely tolerated, 
she is at the free disposal of her father— 
to care for, sell, give away, desert or 
kill, just as he chooses. Until’ she is 
thirteen or fourteen years old most of 
the instruction she receives consists of 
continually impressing upon her her inferi- 
ority to her brothers, and the fact that her 
highest aim should be the attainment of 
a husband and absolute submission to 
him when she is married: In childhood 
she is allowed to behave exactly as she 
pleases, Japanese parents being incapable 
of saying ‘“‘no’’ to their children, and they 
are, therefore, wilful and spoilt. W/hen 
the question of marriage presents itself, 
however, they are expected to be all obe- 
dience and submission and from that time 
forward obedience is demanded. 

A “go-between’’ the marriage agent ar- 
ranges a match and the groom receives 
his wife in his home on trial. After a cer- 
tain time he may send her back to her 
parents if he does not care for her, and 
he is at liberty to choose another wife, 
while she may negotiate for a new hus- 
band. 

Should the husband be pleased, however, 
he Keeps her and she becomes the drudgg 
her title being very appropriate. In the 
Japanese language the term for husband 
is “‘master,’’ and the wife is called }ie 
“interior of the house.”’ Sh@ and her hus- 
band are, therefore, introduced as Mr. 
So-and-So and the interior of his house. 

A woman's lot in Japan is much hap- 
pier if she is educated, because the hus- 
band has more resvect for, her, and she 
can help to support herseif—she need not 
be such a slave to her ‘‘master.”” It is 
for this reason especially that the edu- 
cation of the Japanese girls is so neces- 
sary. 

Only the wealthiest families have serv- 
ants, the wife being obliged to do all the 
subservient to 
every desire of her husband's relatives. 
The very rich women who keep servants, 
however, spend the entire day at the the- 
aters, because there are so few of them 
erucated and, therefore, cannot amuse 
themselves by the resources of their own 
minds. 

Perhaps even happier than the educated 
women are those of the peasant class. 
They work in the fields side by side with 
their husbands, sharing their labor and 
enjoying conversation with them, the lat- 
ter pleasure being seldom accorded the 
women of the upper classes. 

When asked what a Japanese girl did if 
she did not wish to marry the man chosen

She said she was on the pro- 
gramme for an address, but that was not 
her intention, as she only expected to 
preside and pr&sent the others speakers 
of the evening. 

She said she was frightened to death as 
were the other ladies who were to speak, 
but that they did not want the members 
of the convention to know It.

Paper on Manual Training. 

The chairman announced that Mrs. J. 
K. Ottley could not be present to speak 
on “The Manual Training Scholarship.” 
Mrs. Parke read the paper on the subject, 
which was a very {[nteresting one. She 
said that the federation. had been offered 
a scholarship in the Columbia university, 
New Ycrk, for two years, in the manual 
training department of that institution. 
Very soon this. scholarship would be 
awarded to some young woman in this 
State. 

The paper was. a strong argument for 
manual training and it was stated that 
this was one of the most. important 
branches of education. 

It was said that the Woman's Federa- 
tion was ready to co-operige with other 
educational organizations and that very 
soon the federation would bring a 
woman here from New York to take up 
this work. 

Mrs. W. P. Patillo was next introduced. 
She made a tafk on “The Domestic Science 
Scholarship." 

She said that woman was intended for 
a home maker and special training was 
needed for the girls in order to make them 
successful home makers. Mrs. Patillo 
said the proper way was to begin with the 
mother. She might be a college gradu- 
ate and kfiow many things about the arts 
and sciences, but nothing of the care of 
the home and the health of the family. 
She spoke of the things that ought to 
be known by the mothers. She said that 
one of the arguments against domestic 
manual training was that the girls could 
learn all such things from the mother.
